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To date there has been little meaningful progress in any of 
these areas. 

Considering the continued severity of the situation, and 
the unique role of the U.S. in encouraging advances in human 
rights, we urge the United States to continue to take appro- 
priate measures to carry out a strong human rights policy. 

In particular we note that the United Nations Human Rights 
Commission, which is now meeting in Geneva, will consider 
Argentina both in the context of a general debate on dis- 
appearances, and in its confidential procedures under ECOSOC 
Resolution 1503. Last summer we endorsed a Report filed under 
the 1503 procedures by the Lawyers Committee for International 
Human Rights. In the Commission's debate on that Report, we 
urge the U.S. to support strong U.N. action, leading to a 
thorough investigation of the current human rights situation 
in Argentina.
